After nearly four years of war, 
tht mood of Britons is such that 
almost every attempt to halter 
their lives with new regulations 
is met with vigorous opposition 
Take for instance the case of 
Ernest Bevin, whose ministry of 
labor says what millions of Bri- 
tons must do. Not even his per- 
sonal popularity could stem the 
wrath unleashed by his proposal 
to send boys of 16 into the coal 
mines. Harassed by the three 
powerful P's parliamentarians, 
press and public—he shelved the 
idea 

The Board of Trade was next 
to feel the power of public in- 
dignation. To Britons who have 
gone without new suits, dresses 
hats and such for the sake of 
the war effort, the board's pro- 
posal to take clothing coupons 
from home guardsmen for their 
uniforms was the height of 
bureaucratic bungling 

The Daily Express described it 
as a “monstrous suggestion,” the 
parliamentarians got ready to 
vent their indignation by placing 
questions on the House of Com 
mons order paper and the public 
growled for the hide of the 
board's president, Hugh Dalton 
Then there was Mr. Bevin's 
announcement that women be 
tween 46 and 50 would have to 
register for employment. He had 
to concede that they wouldn't be 
sent away from their homes, the 
point on which they were most 
concerned, and the proposal may 
yet be dropped
